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PROGRAMME NOTES 
The Battell William Byrd 


William Byrd (1543-1623) was England's foremost composer 

during the reigns of Elizabeth I and James I. His compositions 

included sacred and secular choral music, works for instrumental 
consort, and the keyboard. The Battell is based on pieces taken 
from the Fitzwilliam Virginal Collection. Gordon Jacob's 

transcription of this martial music uses the brass instruments, 

particularly associated as they are with battle pieces, 

to lead the listener through the progress of the “battell" in 

a delightful description. 


Fantasia 4 6 John Wilbye 


John Wilbye (1574-1638) was a composer of madrigals and 
consort pieces. He was known for his highly singable melodies 
and the ability to find the right music to express the mood 
of the text or piece. In Fantasia 4 6 he uses grand sonorities 
and makes effective use of the juxtaposition of major and 
minor chords, creating a piece that expresses sorrow, strength 
and musica!’ splendor in a chamber setting. 


The Music for the Royal Fireworks George Frideric Handel 


George Frideric Handel (1685-1759) was a compatriot of Johann 
Sebastian Bach, although the two never met, and shares with 
him the distinction of bringing the late baroque era to 
a ‘close: The Music for the Royal Fireworks was composed 
in 1749 for a mammoth festival proclaimed by King George 
II to celebrate the Peace of Aix-la-Chapelle following the 
war of the Austrian succession. In an outdoor setting Handel's 
music was to be the feature attraction, followed by a tremendous 


display of fireworks. During the grand finale the entire 
building was set on fire and burned to the ground, enraging 
the King whose image crumbled and fell in flames. Only 


Handel's reputation remained unscathed, for the music brought 
him a governorship and the lasting favour of the King. 


For the original presentation Handel employed 24 oboes, 12 
bassoons, contrabassoons, a serpent, 3 players for each of 
the horn and trumpet parts, and three sets of timpani. This 
afternoon's performance is as faithful as possible to the 
composer's original intentions. 


British Eighth Zo Elliott 


Zo Elliott was born in New Hampshire, U.S.A. in 1891. He 
was given the best possible education; private schools and Yale 


were followed by study with Nadia Boulanger and Leonard Bernstein, 


yet his compositional output was in the range of popular 
music. The British Eighth is based on a poem "The Nine Day 
Wonder" by John Masefield, about the 1940 evacuation of 3000,000 


Allied troops from Dunkirk. The retreat across the channel 


is one of the most memorable actions in naval history. British 
Eighth is dedicated to the members of the immortal British 
Eighth Army under General Sir Bernard L. Montgomery. 


A Grainger Portrait 


Percy Aldridge Grainger (1882-1961) may be best known for 
his passion for preserving folk songs of the British Isles. 
Grainger had little formal instruction in composition. Of 
himself he said "I regard the study of native music and close 
association with folk-singers as the most fruitful influence 
in my creative career". This folk quality of his music, 
along with the brilliance as characteristic of his compositions, 
plus an inate gift give him a high place among twentieth-century 
composers, Lost Lady Found is the last of a ‘bunch of musical 
wild flowers' found in Grainger's suite Lincolnshire Posey. The 
Sussex Mummers’ Christmas Carol was noted by Lucy E. Broadwood 
in 1880 and 1881 from the singing of Christmas Mummers called 
“Tipteers” or Tipteerers" during their play of “St. George, The 
Turk, and the Seven Champions of Christendom". The final 
verse of the carol reads: 
God bless your house, your children too, 
Your cattle and your store: 
The Lord increase you day by day 
and send you more and more. 
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Irish Tune from County Derry is based on a tune collected 
by Miss J. Ross of New Town, Limavady, County Derry, Ireland, 
and published in The Petrie Collection of Ancient Music Of 
Ireland in 1885. Grainger's setting was published in 1918 
and is dedicated to the memory of Edvard Grieg. Today this 
melody is commonly known as “Oh Danny Boy". Molly on the Shore 
is based on two Cork Reel Tunes, “Temple Hill“ and “Molly 
on the Shore". Grainger scored these two folksongs for the 
Wind Band in the spring of 1920, again dedicated to the memory 
of Edvard Grieg. 


First Suite in E-flat for Military Band Gustav Holst 


Gustav Holst (1874-1934), one of England's most prominent 
composers, was also a professional trombonist and a _ teacher 
of composition and organ. His music includes operas, ballets, 
symphonies, chamber music and songs. The First Suite in 
E-flat for Military Band is generally regarded as the corner- 
stone of works written for concert band and is one of the 
few band originals that has been transcribed for symphony 
orchestra. A revised score based on Holst's autographed 
manuscript will be used for this afternoon's performance. 


Four Scottish Dances Malcolm Arnold 


Malcolm Arnold (b.1921) was educated at the Royal College 
of Music in London where he majored in composition with Gordon 
Jacob. He performed professionally as a trumpet player in 
the BBC Symphony Orchestra and the London Philharmonic. 
Since 1948 he has devoted his talents principally to composing. 
Malcolm Arnold's compositions include symphonies, concertos, 
chamber music, solo pieces and film scores such as “1984" 
and “The Bridge on the River Kwai". Of Four Scottish Dances 
Arnold wrote: “The first dance is,in the style of a slow 
strathspey - a slow Scottish dance in q meter - with many dotted 
notes, frequently in the inverted arrangement of the Scotch 
Snap. The second, a lively reel, begins in the key of E-flat 


’ 
and rises a semi-tone each time it is played until the bassoon 
plays it, at a greatly reduced speed, in the key of G. _ The 
third dance is in the style of a Hebridean Song, and attempts 
to give an impression of the sea and mountain scenery on 
a calm summer's day in the Hebrides. The last dance is a 
lively fling.
